tariff bill was f inned by Vice Presi­ 
dent Stevenson shortly after noon,and 
then was sent to the White House for 
the president’s signature.

to-day, 
if 
at 
all. 
It 
serins 
to 
be gend'rally understood President- 
Cleveland will permit the tariff bill to 
become a law without his signature. 
On the other hand, a member of the 
ways and means committee who is un­ 
willing to give his name for publica­ 
tion, said yesterday: 
“I believe the 
President will veto the bill. 
I have 
no means of knowing what he will do, 
of course, and only judge from my 
knowledge of the man. 
In view of 
the fact that the President did not 
really agree to the surrender, and in 
view of his letter and his known in­ 
dependence of purpose, I shall be very 
much surprised if he does not return 
the senate bill with a strong veto 
message. ” 


LITTLE HOPE FOR TH E BILLS. 


The 
R esum e 
Senate in No H um or to 
Tariff L egislation. 
W a sh in g t o n, 
Aug. 
15.—Congres* 
sional speculation has now turned 
upon the probable course of the sen­ 
ate with reference to the supple­ 
m ental tariff bills. The advocates on 
the democratic side of the senate 
chamber of a duty on coal, iron ore 
and barbed wire are of the opinion 
the bills would be 
voted down, 
and 
thus 
the 
agitation, 
which 
they foresee will not cease until the 
question is passed upon, would be 
brought to a speedy end. 
The sugar 
men, friends of both the refiners and 
planters, are quite as desirous for op­ 
posite reasons that the bill putting 
sugar on the free list should not be 
considered during the present session. 
The republican steering committee at 
its meeting yesterday discussed these 
questions, and while there was found 
to be a division of sentiment the ma­ 
jority favored the postponement of 
consideration of all these separate 
bills and especially the free sugar bill. 
If, however, they should be forced to 
meet the issue they probably would 
divide on it. 
They prefer as a party, 
however, there should be a lest on the 
question of the sugar duty as provided 
in the senate bill just agreed to by the 
house. 
It is not thought possible to pass 
the free coal, iron ore, and barbed 
wire bills in the senate. 
As to the 
free sugar bill there is little doubt 
th a t in case a direct vote could be had 
it would be passed. 
If it should fail 
of being referred to the finance com­ 
m ittee the republicans would offer a 
bounty amendment to it which would 
carry if Mr. Stewart’s vote could be 
had, but would be defeated by a tie 
vote if the Nevada populist refused to 
vote. 
It is said by those who are in a 
position to know the free sugar bill 
would be debated in the senate at 
such length th at it would go over un­ 
til the next session. 
It is believed 
that the quorum of the senate will 
m elt away within a short time and 
th a t no im portant action can be taken 
in th at boc^y. 


Sundry Civil B ill Settlem ents. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. J 5.— The confer­ 
ence committee of the two houses con­ 
cluded the consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill late yesterday 
and will report an agreement to-day. 
The house will accept the amendment 
for land surveys in the states of Wash­ 
ington, Idaho, Montana, South Dakota 
»nd Wyoming, and in regard to sol­ 
diers’ additional homesteads. 
The 
amendment containing the donation 
of I, OOu, OOO acres of land to various 
arid land states for the encourage­ 
m ent of irrigation remains in the bill, 
but in amended form. 


CROP8 BURNING UP. 


General D routh 
Conditions 
Prevail in 


th e W est. 
Ch ic a g o, Aug. 
15.— The reports as 
to the conditisn of crops throughout 
the country, and the general influence 
of weather on growth, cultivation, 
and harvest, was yesterday made by* 
the directors of the different state 
weather services of the United States 
weather bureau. 
The reports of the 
following states were received by tele­ 
graph at Chicago: 
Illinois—Temperature and sunshine 
above normal, rainfall below and 
badly distributed. 
The drouth con­ 
tinues in southern portion. 
Corn 
prospect, except in southern portion, 
shows slight improvement. Fall plow­ 
ing retarded; stock water scarce and 
wells failing. 
Indiana—A few showers Friday and 
Saturday were beneficial in some 
localities; corn in low grounds still 
promises well, th at on high ground is 
beyond recovery. 
Wisconsin—Showers were general 
through the 
central and southern 
sections Friday and Saturday which 
helped corn and potatoes. 
Over the 
northern half of the state the drouth 
is unbroken except by an occasional 
shower in scattered sections. 
Thrash­ 
ing is in progress and good yield every­ 
where reported. 
Iowa—Temperature and sunshine 
above normal; drouth broken in nearly 
all parts of state, materially helping 
grass, millet, late potatoes and a por­ 
tion of corn, but larger part of corn is 
now beyond helpi 
Michigan—Temperature and sun­ 
shine above normal; rainfall below. 
Drouth continues in all sections, and 
unless copious rains come soon corn, 
potatoes, beans and buckwheat will 
be a failure. 
No fall seeding yet; 
ground too dry to plow. 


POLICE SEIZE LAND 
FOR A PEST HOUSE 


THE MILWAUKEE AUTHORITIES 
ADOPT HEROIC MEASURES. 


Unable to Secure Propeity For a Small 
Pox Barracks they Take Forcible 
Possession—General News of In- 
tere-t From the Northwest—Coun­ 
terfeiter Caught at Galena. 


M il w a u k e e, Wis., Aug. 15.—Early 
yesterday morning a squad of police 
under the direction of the health de­ 
partment went to the northern portion 
of the city and seized an eighty-acre 
tract of land on which barracks for 
smallpox patients will be erected. 
The property which has been seized is 
owned by the Pfister estate. 
No one 
would give up property for the pur­ 
pose and it had to be forcibly seized 
and a squad of police put on it to re­ 
tain possession. 
The site chosen for 
the barracks is four miles from the 
center of the smallpox contagion. The 
fears of the health department that 
the mobs of last week would result in 
the spread of the disease are being 
realized, as twelve new cases were re­ 
ported yesterday.

Great Strike at Pullm an is at An E n d - Old 
Men R eturning fa s t. 


P u l l m a n , IIL, Aug. I 5.—White rib­ 
bons have disappeared from Pullman 
and its vicinity. 
The big strike is 
now definitely over and all that re­ 
mains to be done is to clean up the 
scraps. The landslide from the strikers’ 
party that was started yesterday con­ 
tinued falling to-day and the big gate 
under the clock tower was thronged 
all day with ex-strikers who wanted 
to get back to work. 
The company 
is handling the men 
in a very 
diplomatic fashion. They are given 
to understand that if they want their 
jobs back they must stand in line and 
wait their turn. 
This they do very 
humbly. 
To-day at noon there were 
between sixteen and seventeen hun­ 
dred men at active work in the shops, 
and this number is constantly increas­ 
ing. 
lf the company wanted to put 
on a force of 3,090 men to-morrow it 
would find no difficulty at all in 
doing 
so. 
The 
talk of 
eviction, 
which was given such wide publicity 
in the newspapers, had 
a stirring 
effect on the fellows out of work, 
and rather than face starvation in the 
open air the men gave up the fight 
and returned with a rush to the shops. 
It is generally understood that the 
company will take back all of its old 
men with the exception of about one 
hundred who were a little too active 
in the sti ike and especially in the de­ 
nunciation of George M. Pullman and 
the methods of his company. 
The policy is not to discriminate 
against men just because they were 
prominent in the strike 
In fact, sev­ 
eral of the men who were members of 
the committee have signed the roll 
and have been re-employed in their 
old places. There are, however, about 
one hundred who didn’t care what 
they said about the company and even 
the honored president himself and 
these 
are 
marked 
men. 
They 
will never be given a job in a 
Pullman 
*hop 
so 
long 
as 
the 
present regime lasts. These IOO men 
know exactly how they stand, and 
yet some of them have made applica­ 
tion for their old jobs. Of course they 
have been refused and they will ulti­ 
mately be forced to get out of Pull­ 
man. 
It will not .be necessary for the 
company to take legal process to oust 
them. 
They will get out of their own 
accord. 
There will, in all likelihood, be no 
evictions now in the town of Pall­ 
mall. 
Mr. Wickes was very strong in 
his assertions about the necessity of 
eviction, until the strikers gave way, 
and immediately all that sort of talk 
was stopped and, indeed, a reverse line 
was opened up. 
Despite the fact that 
about eight hundred strange men are 
at work in the shops all the old hands, 
with the exceptions above noted, will 
be taken back. 
To do this it will be 
necessary to get rid of the new me­ 
chanics. and the company is an adept 
at that sort of thing. 
It will be a 
saving of time and money, any way, 
for the company to turn oat the non­ 
union men and take back the old 
hands.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 15.—The four 
bills to .place upon the free list all 
forms of sugar, of coal, of iron ore 
and of barbed wire fencing and rods 
used 
in 
its 
manufacture, 
which 
were 
passed 
by 
the 
house, 
are 
drawn 
to 
go 
into 
ef­ 
fect 
immediately 
upon 
their 
passage. 
The bill for free sugar pro­ 
vides: 
That from and after the passage of 
this act the following articles, when 
imported into the United States, shall 
be admitted free of all import duties: 
All sugars, all tank bottoms, all sngar 
draining! and sugar sweepings, sirups 
of cane juice, melada, concentrated 
melada and concrete and concentrated 
molasses and molasses. 
The bill to place upon the free list 
“bituminous coal, shale, slack anp 
coke,” with the same 
preliminary 
clause, covers “bituminous coal and 
shale and coal slack or culm and 
coke.” That to place upon the free 
list all “ores of iron” applies to “iron 
ore, including manganiferous iron ore; 
also the dross or residuum from burnt 
pyrites and sulphur ore, and pyrites 
or sulphuret of iron in its natural 
state,” The bill to place upon the 
free list “ barbed fencing wire and 
wire rods for the manufacture of the 
same,” applied to “barbed fencing 
wire, wired rods of iron or steel when 
imported 
for the 
manufacture of 
barbed-wire fencing under such rules 
and regulations as the secretary of the 
treasury may prescribe.”

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HIS TROUBLES BORE 
HIM TO THE GRAVE 


SU IC ID E OF CH ARLES HODSON 
A G EN ERA L SHOCK. 


F er Years His Ambition Had Been to 
Own the Best Mill in the S tate— 
Hindrances Brought on an Attack 
of Melancholy T hat Unsettled His 
Mind. 


Gold in death and w ith his waxen 
face turned tow ard the early morning 
lig h t Cnaries W. Hodson was found 
hanging in his 
barn a t his Court 
street home this morning. 
The chocking discovery was made 
by A. Mc Adams, a man who was em­ 
ployed by Mr. Hodson to care for his 
horses. 
When McAdams entered the 
barn a t 6:45 o’clock this morning, he 
saw a man in the dim light, near the 
double doors which were closed. 
He 
saw th a t it was Mr. Hodson and was 
about to say “ good morning” when 
th e thought occurred to him th a t the 
m an was not tall enough to be his em­ 
ployer. 
Then the truth flashed upon 
him and stepping forw ard he saw th a t 
th e discovery had been made too late. 
Mr. Hodson was dead. 
Hastening out 
of the barn he called Alva Bussell and 
they hastened down town to inform 
th e authorities. . On the way down 
Mr. Bussell told Stoakley Hutchinson 
and Henry Bogers who were loading 
•be w tgdn In front of tkeir paint shop, 
^ o th of them hastened to the scene 
a n d stepping into the barn, Mr. Hutch- 
Soh held the body up w hile Mr. Bog­ 
ers cut the rope th a t had held him. 
Suicide Deliberately Planned. 
Mr. Hodson’s suicide had hetfi a de­ 
liberate one. 
When ftttfid his head 
bung ob one side bhd his knees were 
b u t an infch or so from the floor, w ith 
h is legs doubled up behind him and his 
toes on the floor. He had deliberately 
beld his head against the rope and 
ended his existence by sheer exertion 
of will power. 
The hands were not 
even closed, and the features were not 
distorted, but his face was ghastly 
w hite. The instrum ent he had chosen 
to end his life was one of the ropes 
used to hitch a a horse on the barn 
floor for grooming. 
The rope was of 
good length and hung from a floor 
beam above. Mr. Hodson had knotted 
i t about his neck, crouched down, and 
beld himself there until the tighten­ 
in g cord, for the rope was hardly 
larger than a string, had so weakened 
bim th a t he could not have recovered 
him self had he so desired. 
The blow was a terrible one upon 
th e family. 
When the Bussells were 
to ld w hat had occurred Miss Bussell 
started tow ard the barn. 
She saw 
Miss Jennie Hodson 
also w alking 
tow ard the barn and cried out: 
“ Oh, don’t go in there!” 
“ W hat is the trouble! Is it father?” 
“ I am afraid it is,” was the reply, 
•‘b u t there is your mother; you m ust 
help her.” 
Mrs. Hodson was half way to the 
b a rn when she realized w hat had oc­ 
curred, and dropped to the ground in 
rn faint. 
H ad Feared Such an End. 


Both wife and daughter had feared 
such a tragedy and Mrs. Hodson arose 
early and searched some of the out­ 
buildings herself. 
About 
m idnight 
Mr. Hodson arose and said th a t he 
guessed he would go over to the mill. 
Miss Hodson dissuaded him and he 
finally returned to bed, but a t 5 o’clock 
th is morning he arose and dressed 
him self 
fully and left the 
house. 
He m ust have gone to the m ill Cor th e 
door was unlocked and safe opened. 
Mrs. Hodson became alarm ed when he 
did not return and about 7 o’clock be­ 
gan hunting for him. 
She had visited 
th e barn ia the rear of H. Sloan’s 
bons?, in which Mrs. 
Barnes’ goods 
w ere stored and while she was search­ 
ing there McAdams found the body on 
th e other barn. 
The men who were 
first en the scene did not wish to cut 
th e body down until the officers ar 
rived but Miss Hodson, the dead m an’s 
daughter, requested it so the rope 
w as severed aud the body stretched 
upon the floor. 
In the mean time 
Sheriff Bear had been summoned by 
telephone 
and 
D istrict Attorney 
W heeler and Justice M. S. Prichard 
w ere also notified. 


Coroner’s Inquest a t IO O'clock. 
Justice Prichard caused a coronels’ 
ju ry to be summoned, consisting of C 
ii. Brown, H. Proctor, E. T. Newhall, 
8 C. Burnham, C. E, Jenkins and 
Slawson who viewed the remains and 
adjourned until IO o’clock a t Justice 
Prichard’s office. 
“ Suicide by hanging” was the ver­ 
dict th a t the coroner's jury returned. 
A rthur McAdams was the first w it­ 
ness and h ; swore th at be had worked 
fo r Mr. Ho Ison for three years. 
He 
last saw his employer yesterday after­ 
noon a t about 3 o'clock. 
He w ent to 
th e barn about 7 o’clock tnis morn­ 
in g and saw Mr. Hodson in the barn 
and was 6Uiprised to see him there so 
oarly. 
When he saw th a t Mr. Hod- 
son was not standing up he suspected 
th a t he was hanging because he was 
a t the place where the horses were 
hitched to 
be groomed. 
McAdams 
thought Mr. Hodson m ight be alive 
but concluded th at he was dead and 
hurried out and notified Alva Russell. 
H enry Rogers aud Stoakley Hutchin­ 
son then came and at the request of 
Miss Hudson the rope was cut. 
Mr. 
Hodson hung with the toes on the 
floor and the knees bent, /acing the 
iron*, door. 
Tho rope was used to 


instead of speaking clearly, as be did 
before the m ill was changed. 
Henry Bogers was the next witness. 
He said th a t he felt Mr. Hodson’s 
w rist and saw th at it was warm yet, 
and soon after they cut him down. 
His account of how the body hung and 
other details was the same as th a t of 
McAdams. 
No further testimony was necessary. 
The jury'returned a verdict th a t “ the 
said C. W. Hodson came to his deash 
by his own hand by means of hanging 
himself.”

Hodson’s life am bition to own the 
“ most complete flour mill in Wiscon­ 
sin” and this season saw his ambition 
realized. The old m ill was completely 
remodeled and rebuilt and a thor­ 
oughly modern structure replaced it. 
Mr. Hodson watched the work w ith a 
great deal of satisfaction and when it 
was completed he was highly elated. 
Then came a b itter disappointment. 
When the power was turned on some 
of the machinery refused to work 
properly. 
The bearings 
had been 
worn from running in the old mill 
which was badly ont of level, and to 
tn&ke them work in the new building 
w ith everything m athem atically cor­ 
real, conBiaC.r®ble adjustm ent would 
be required 
Mf: Hodson brooded 
over the difficult^ aatil b? became 
much depressed. 
In addition be bl<* 
bonghta considerable qnantityof w heat 
a t sixty-five and seventy cents and the 
m arket declined until he stood to lose 
between eight thousand and ten thous­ 
and dollars. 
A difference of ten coms 
in the price of wheat affects the flour 
m arket less appreciably so Mr. Hod­ 
son planned to grind the grain aa soon 
as possible and turn it into money. 
Suffered Srltsof M elancholy. 
The unsatisfactory way in which th-. 
mill was working added to his m ental 
depression, and he had severe fits of 
melancholy. 
He was amply able to 
breast the storm. 
In fact the losses 
w ert but a trifle as comp&ted to hiB 
resources. But this he did not consid- 
He was a man of business and 
did things in a business way, there­ 
fore he could not bear to 6ee the mill 
idle under these conditions and re­ 
fused to be comforted. 
The remedy­ 
ing of the machinery was said to be 
simple, by experts. 
8uch of the ma­ 
chines as had been running in the old 
mill had become worn in the journal 
bearings because the floor was not 
level. 
When the new m ill was built 
and the floors were made level the 
machinery refused to run smoothly. 
The defect was being remedied as fast 
as possible and 
would have 
soon 
been overcome. Mr. Hodson, however, 
fretted about it to such an extent th a t 
it fairly became a mania w ith him, 
and term inated in an act so sad th a t a 
deep cloud of sorrow now hangs over 
the friends of himself and family.

(Valuable Personal Endowm ents. 
Mr. Hodson was of sturdy, strong- 
willed English stock. 
He was the 
youngest son of William Hodson, and 
was born May 16, 1837, on the Isle of 
Ely, Cambridgeshire. 
He reached 
Janesville when but nine years old, 
the first sorrow th a t came to the fam­ 
ily being the death of 
William, the 
second son, a few years later. 
Mr. 
Hodson helped his father for several 
years, and in 1864 engaged in the 
milling business on his own account. 
W hat has since been know n as the 
Hodson mill had seen many owners 
previous to th a t time. A starch factory 
was erected on the site in 1847 by Og* 
ilbie & De Boe. 
A precarious career 
lasting two years, brought m atters to 
an unfortunate term ination. 
Hamil­ 
ton Richardson bought the proper’y 
in 1849 and converted the starch fac­ 
tory into a flouring mill. 
William 
Truesdell, a 
lawer, was associated 
w ith Mr. Richardson. 
At the end of 
the year a break in the upper dam in 
conjunction w ith a freshet carried a l­ 
most the entire establishm ent away. 
In the spring of 1852 it was rebuilt, 
and enlarged to the size with which 
Janesville people have been so long 
familiar. Early in the fall of the same 
year it m et w ith fresh disaster from 
doods, and was repaired in the spring 
only to be foreclosed on a mortgage, 
E. Q. B ennett being the purchaser.

An A rctic P lant That Is R em arkable in 
More W ays Than Ona. 
•*One of the greatest curiosities I 
«ver met with in my travel®,” said 
Professor Philip L. Newman of Cin­ 
cinnati, “is the sunflower that blooms 
^3 the northern portion of Siberia, 
where the earth is continually covered 
with a coating of snow and frost. 
This wonderful plant shoots from the 
frozen soil on the first day of the year, 
ta d reaches the height of about three 
fleet; it blooms on the third day, re­ 
mains open twenty-four hours, and 
then returns to its original elements. 
I t shines for a single day, then the 
s te m , leaves, and flower are converted 
into snow. 
The leaves are three in 
number.
